braska, of the killing of a “man- 
eating” stallion, whose record as a 
“killer” would rival that of nine- 
tenths of the tigers that haunted 
the jungles of India. Prior to kill- 
ing its last owner the stallion had a 
record of having killed or maimed 
no less than eight men, yet with 
his-bad record there were always 
to be found fool-hardy persons to 
buy him, until his last offense, 
when the neighbors of the deceased 
took the matter into their own 
hands and killed the man-killer,'a 

punishment that should have been 
metéd out to the anjmal years ago. 
While the man who will willingly | u 
have such an animal around him, 
in“ an endeavor to«perpetuate a 
strain of vicious blood, is hardly 
to be pitied when he meets with a 
terrible death by being kicked or 
crushed out of all‘ semblance to 
humanity, public decency should 
make it a criminal offense to keep 
for any purposes whatever an ani- 
mal so dangerous to life and limb. 
No excuse can be given or exten- 
uating circumstances offered for 
breeding from such stock. No 
matter what the other qualities of 
the brute may be, the mere fact 
that its existence is a constant 
menace to the safety of a human 
being, should be sufficient to ensure 
its destruction. The first overt 
‘| attempt made by an animal to take 
life or inflict injury out of pure 
viciousness should seal its fate and 
relegete it to the boneyard where 
it properly belongs; and the man 
who through fair means or foul 
méanus gives a quietus to any stall- 
ion whose career has justified his 


the public just as good a seryice as 
the man who kills a mad dog or 
rattlesnake.

Exercise for Stalions. 
Stallions during the stud season 
should be exercised but not fa- 


ercise serves to strengthen them, 
make them surer and more im- 
| pressive. Excessive exercise weak- 
ens them in every particular. It is 
safe to say, though, that ten stall- 
ions are injured by lack of exer- 
cise to one that is hurt by too 
much. It seems to be the general 
idea that when a horse is especially 
valuable as all stallions should be, 
should be given good care, and 
good care is supposed to mean all 
it-can eat and drink with nothing 
todo. To treat a horse in the best 
possible manner is to keep him in 
such a way that he will enjoy the 
highest degree of health, and this 
can be accomplished by feeding 


quantities and giving plenty of 
exercise.

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Changing Their Coats. 

Horses change their clothing 
regularly in spring, says an ex- 
f | change, and need some extra care 
while this necessary work is going 
on. Itis hastened by good feed- 
ing, and this is epecially important 
on horses soon to be put to work. 
The making of a new coat takes 
much the’ same elements of nutri- 
tion that furnish bone and muscles, 
Consequently, while the new coat 
is growing, horses naturally are 
somewhat weaker than after this 
work is finished. For hurrying 
up the new coat, cither oil-meal, 
cottonseed or linseed are excellent. 
Every farmer knows that it will 
‘make the horse’s coat shine. 
it must be fed with discretion. 
Cottonseed © meal is exceedingly 
Tick and“unshited to young stock, 
unless given’ with brewers’ grain, 
bran or something tod.make more 
bulk in proportion to its nutri- 
pment. Linseed meal makes a horse 
look nice, but if he is put at hard 
‘work suddenly the coat will be- 
come rough and staring.

THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 


The History of its Organization— 
its Birthday to be Celebrated. 
Thirty-four years ago next July 

the Republican party was born, 

and arrangements are under way 
for an appropriate celebration of 
the anniversary at Boston. This, 
according tothe Traveller of that 
city, is not to bea local affair, but 
an assemblage of the founders of 
the organization from all parts of 
the country. The date ofthe meet- 
ing will be Independence Day, and 

it is foreshadowed that General N. 

P. Banks will. probably preside on 

that occasion, 

Tue year 1854 was signalized by 
the noiding of several State con- 
veutions to give form and voice to 
growing dissatifaction throuzhout 
tne countty. Michigan enjoys the 
ho.or of haviug led off with a 
‘mass couv ntion’’ held at at Jack- 
so. on July 6th, and this gatheriug 
yave the party its name by adopt- 
ing the following resolution: 

Resolved, That in view of. the neces- 
sity of battling for the first p. inciples 
of republican government, and against 
the schemes of aristocracy, the most 
revolting and oppressive with which 
the earth was ever cursed, or man de- 
based, we will co-operate and be known 
as Republicans until the context be 
terminated. 

The adoption of this resolution 
proved to bea great eventin the 
political history of this country. 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Ohio and Ver- 
mont followed with similar con- 
ventions July 13, while July 20th 
and October 19th were the dates re- 
epectively of the State meetings of 
the dixsentersin Massachusetts and 
New York. Allof these accepted 
the name proposed by the Michigan 
asseu blage, 

On February 22, 1856, the first 
Republican Convention of a na- 
tiouval character, was hel t at Pitts- 
burg, Which was prelimiuary to the 
one at Philadelphia on June 17th 
the same year, that nominated 
John ©. Fremont for President. 
Originating oniy two years before, 
the new party polled for him 1,841,- 
000 votes; and for the first time the 
slave power was startled as to what 
the future had in store forit. Four 
years thereafter the Republican or- 
ganization trium hed with the 
election of Abraham Lincoln. 

This outline of the birth and 
early history of the Republican 
party is especiaily interesting in 
view of the coming celebration, 
while it appeals in a general way 
to the attention of the student of

WASTE WATER POWER. 
This All Important Question. 


Dan De Quille in a recent issue ot | 
the Salt Lake Tribune has the fol-| 


lowing to say concerning the utili- 
zation of waste power: _ 

In all parts of the world rapid 
strides are at present being made in 
the utilization of waste water 
power by means of its electrical 
transmission to places where it can 
be conveniently used, ~- Improve- 
ments are being constantly made in 
dynamos and other apparatus, and 


already power is being transmitted 


electrically a distance of several 
miles in places in Europe. In thie 
way the waste power of waterfalls 
situated in almost inaccessible 


gorges is beiug transmitted totowns 
where it can be remuneratively 
utilized. This seemsalmost like so 
much clear gain to the world. + 

at the mouth of the Sutro tunnel 
much water power is now wasted 
that should be utilized io thie city. 
Between the mouth of the tunnel 
and the Carson river there is a fall 
of 155 feet. Water wheels might 
be set up there to drive dynamos 
and the power generated (ransmit- 
ted over wires led through the tun- 
ne! (a distance of 20,200 feet) to the 
Comstock lode. The electricity 
thus brought to the town might 
either be utilized for driving under- 
ground machinery or it might be 
brought to the surface aod used in 
driving ooachinery or lighting the 
town, Itis true that we already 
have electric lampsin the city, but 
they are supplied with electricity 
geverated by dypamos driven by 
water brought through pipes froin 
the Sierras and whict is at «ll times 
a merchantable commodity — is 
“snot cash’’—while the Sutro tun- 
nel would ba the product or -water 
runping to waste. 

There is another place whence 
we might derive a vast amouut of 
power from water now runni.ig to 
waste. Thisis a point on the Truc- 
kee below Reno, near Giendale. 
There can be had forty-five feet of 
fall and all the water in the Truckee 
river. ‘The distauce to this city in 
a straight line isonly sixteen miles, 
[t was from this point that Lyman 
Parker and others some yeurs ago 
proposed to bring compressed air. 
They intended to make the river 
drive several huge air compressors 
and the compressed articie was 
then to be sent to the Comstock 
through a large iron pipe. The 
pipe was to be carried over de} res- 
sions on trestiework supports, still 
there would have been 89 many 
curves in it that there would have 
been some leakage. Uniloubted! y 
power could be transmitted that 
Vistance by electricity. 


The Festive Baggage Smasher. 

Frequent complaints are heard 
against persons employed at rail- 
way stations not a thousand miles 
from Reno, for the exceeding rough 


manner in which trunks are used, 
43 a general rule trunks are not 
lifted from the baggage cars, but 
thrown upon ae truck with a 
fali of fully two feet, cr on 
the platform with a fall rang- 
ing from two to ,four or more 
feet. All this recklessness in hand- 
ling the baggage of travelers could 
easil y be opviated by the use of a 
skid or heavy plank. Some rigid 
regulations should be inaugurated 
by the railway company in order to 
prevent so much damage to the 
trunks and property of railway 
travelers. 
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It is an old circumstance that all 
this howling about “the war tariff ’’ 
comes from the party that made the 
war tariff necessary.

The Character and Variety of Expres- 
sion in That Heaven-Climbing Peak. 
Mount Hood, besides having various 

elements of grandeur as of altitude, con- 
tour, etc., boasts of one remarkable at- 
tribute which few great “snow cones’’ 
possess. It rafely presents just the same 
appearance every time one takes a look at 
the old peak. 

One writer in describing some of the 
great snow mountains of Switzerland, 
makes use of ‘‘changing splendors.”’ That 
expression applies with equal felicity to 
Mount Hood. There is more character 
and variety of expression to the monn- 
tain than that of any snow peak on the 
whole Pacific coast. 

Atmospheric conditions, state of the 
weather, and the appearance of the sky
